In the days of Noah there was a general delinquency ( the

fallen into the worſt and moſt violent of Diſtempers, to wit, 
Sin, and therefore a violent Remedy was neceflary ; God 
reſolves to deſtroy this wicked World, and ſince they would 
not glorify him by obeying his Commandments, he will make 
them glorify his Juſtice, he will make them ſignal Examples 
of his Wrath; He opens the Sluces of Heaven and the Sea, 

the Flood comes and waſhes away the Corrupt and theit Cor- 
ruptions together: What then do you think were the thoughts 
of Noab? did he not think you, praiſe the Mercy of God 


in ſaving him and his Family, and wonder at the amazing 
Judgments of. God upon all the Ungodly of the Earth? this 


was ſo terrible a Judgment, that God himſelf bath promiſed

Sometimes he overwhelms with Earthquakes whereof tis ea- 
ſy to reckon up a diſmal Catalogue of whole Cities and Towns 
overturn'd at once; tis what We hear of every day; God 
Almighty keep it from us. Some he gives up to be the Prey 
and Sport of Brant: And as he once puniſh'd rhe World by
